When the term “tri is used, the general impression ‘conveyed i is that of 
privation or. persscution, bot it is to be remembered that trials of our faith 
and integrity do not always come in these repulsive and disagreeable forms, 
nor are they always the most effectual means of testing us. The seductive 
influences of pleasure and wealth will often capture the citadel of the heart 
that has been proof against the power of persecution and violence, as many a 
strong fortress that has has bravely held out the ram, or the 
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the quiet, insidious work of the sapper and miner. 

It was the possession of almost unlimited power and 9 ‘that 
tempted Nebuchadnezzar to forget his allegiance to God and his dependence 
upon His blessing; and in the degradation of a beast he was punished for his. 
arrogance as a king. The extraordinary wisdom of Solomon failed to pre- 
serve him from the fascinations of pleasure and passion, and our experience 
and observation will supply many living illustrations to prove that prosperity 
has as much power to lead the heart from God, as persecution and adversity 
have to drive it.
